2. Claims 2 and 3/2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "separation" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. Moreover, it appears there are several steps in parent claim 1 
which could be construed as comprising a "separation" other than the initial "mixing" step, i.e., 
both the "removing a liquid phase" step and the "expansion and heating of the liquid phase" step. 
Thus, it is not clear which step of parent claim 1 is being referred to and further modified by 
claim 2. 

It is further noted that limitation or step of claim 2, per se, i.e., separation "at a pressure 
range ranging from 30-60 bar" lacks clear antecedent basis in the specification. 
Claim 3/2 is deemed indefinite insofar as it depends from claim 2. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to the pending claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

4. Claims 2 and 3/2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. Claims 1, 3/1 and 4-10 are allowed.
